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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Ending 8 Dec 1945 


The admission rate for All Causes revorted again this week to the highest rete to be reported this 
year; reaching the approximate level of the week of February 10, 1944. This rate 395 stands well above 
the rate 558 for the corresponding week of 1944, The highest rate (133.7) was reported by the 9th Dis- 
trict; the lowest rate (427) was reported by the l2th District. 


_. The Respiratory Disease rete reported this week was the highest to be recorded this year, This rate 
302.2 compares unfavorably with the rate 165.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The trend was upward 
in all Districts except the 6th and 12th. The highest rate (776.2) was reported by the Sth District; the 
lowest rate (132.1) was reported by the 7th District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVER, ACUTE, The rate for these diseases apnears to be the highest recorded 
for this year. This rate 278.2 comperes fevorrbly with the rete 522.0 for the corresponding week of 1943 
hile an unfavorable comparison is noted in the rates 275.0 and 110.4 for the same period of 1942 and 194% 
espectively. The highest rete (533.0) was repvortec by the 9th District; the lowest rate (99.4) was re- 
yorted by the 7th District. 


PNEMUMONTIA-~-BRONCHO AND LOBAR. Following a rise last week, the admission rate this week drovped to 
the level of the preceding week, The curve stands below the curve for the corresponding period for the 
years 1942, 1943, end 1944, The highest rate (4.3) was reported vy the 9th District, The 4th, 7th, and 
8th Districts and the Potomec end Severn River Commands reported no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL. The admission rate for this disease dropped this week. This rate 3.7 comeres 
unfavorably with the rate 2.0 for the corresponding period of 1944, The Atypical Pneumonia rate stands 
above the Pneumonia Broncho and Lobar rate. The highest rate (8.3) was reported by the 3th District; the 
lowest rate (0.9) was reported by the 12th District. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE. The admission rate rose this week to 78.3. The incidence for 
these diseases stands above that experienced for the corresponding week of 1Q4. The highest rate (236.1) 
was reported by the 9th District; the lowest rate (24.5) wes reported by the 4th District. 


SCARLET FEVER. The admission rate for this disease rose again this week, standing intermediate 
with the rate for the weeks of May 19th and 26th. This rete 11.4 stands well above the rate 4.0 for the 
corresponding period of 1944, The trend was upward in all districts except the 3rd, 4th, 7th, and 13th 
oe and the Potomac and Severn River Commands, with the 9th District reporting the highest rate

CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC. Again this week the rate was reported et 0.2. This rate com- 
peres favorably with the rate 0.1 for the corresponding week of 1944, Only two districts reported cases, 
the 5th and llth, with the 5th District reportine the highest rate (1.4). 


MEASLES. An increase for this disease was indicated this week in the admission rate which rose to 
3.6. The curve stands above the curve for the corresponding period of 1943 and 1944, Only six of the 
twelve districts reported cases, with the 9th District showing the highest rate of (11.4).
